Hon. Erastus L. Chittenden died this 
morning at 3 o'clock, at his home on 
West Berry street. 
For a number of 
years Mr. Chittenden has suffered from 
a form of Bright's disease, and although 
assured it must some day prove fatal, 
his genial disposition dispelled the cloud 
and he circled among his host of friends 
in all his brightness. 
A week or so ago 
he was stricken suddenly ill and his case 
presented a dangerous phase, but his 
immediate friends never anticipated the 
sudden end that shocked them and sad- 
dened the 
community this morning. 
The doctors did not realize instant dan- 
ger, and in fact, Drs. B. 8. Woodworth 
and W. H. Meyers arranged f ^ a consul- 
tation this morning. 
It is too late, for in 
the presence of his jsife, daughter, 
brother 
and mother, Mr. Chittenden 
passed away as if in a dream. 
He real- 
ized not that he was;dying and spoke 
not a wo* d as tender hearts bent in grief 
about his bedside. 


Mr. Chittenden was bom in New

second year. 
He served as city clerk 
from 1863 to 1869. 
He was also an as- 
sistant in the o£Sce of county clerk, was 
long the representative of the Third 
ward in the council, held other respon- 
sible and important positions, and served 
honorably and with distinction one term 
in the state legislature. In his youth he 
participated in all the local affairs and 
his remeniscenses of events and men 
were always interesting. 
He leaves not 
an enemy in the world and a mountain 
of good acts stand as a monument to his 
memory. 
He has contributed to local 
history and the press sketches of the 
lives of most all the prominent men in 
the city, now dead, little dreaming that 
his own would come so soon. 
He was 
always light hearted and bis face beam- 
ed with kindness and good will. 
No 
more genial companion, agreeable friend 
or better citizen ever lived. 
He leaves 
a place in the hearts of a wide circle of 
acquaintances that no man can fill, and 
he goes down to his grave with the es- 
teem, love and respect of every one who 
mew him. 


Mr. Chittenden leaves a wife, daughter 
and mother, to whom he was devoted. 
His brother. Ward B. Chittenden, of the 
boot and shoe firm of Aber & Co., St.

STAN1.EY, the African ex- 
plorer, has conceived an intense dis- 
like to the United States and American 
institutions. He especially hates the 
press and rails at it in a manner to 
bring bliishes to ibe cheek of a native 
African. He is laboring under the de- 
losion that the jonmals of this country 
have treated him unkindly. 


THE eating of flowers is rapidly be- 
coming an American mania. 
Accord- 
ing to the Boston Record, ^'crystallized 
•violets, at $6 a pound, are the very 
latest things in confectionery. Oandiei 
rose-leaves are also very popular. Girls 
like to eat flowers, and will pay as high 
as $10 a pound for some of the most 
axpenaive kinds. They are all brought 
from France, but with the growth of 
thing« American we shall doubtless 
Boon see a beginning of the flour-can- 
dying industry in this country, and the 
girls will begin to munch crystallized 
pumpkin blossoms and johnny-Jump- 
nps." 


A WASHINGTON letter to the Phila- 
delphia Press says: "Miss Cleveland's 
necessary withdrawal from her old post 
U a source of regiet to the Cabinet la- 
dies, by whom she has been much be- 
hoved. When they so expressed it to 
her at the marriage, she said: 'I have 
seen this event in prospect for two 
years, and have known for one year that 
the arrangement had been made be- 
tween my brother and Miss Folsom. If 
yon will recollect my course last winter 
you will recall many things that were 
done or not done in reference to this 
change. My new sister is a woman 
capable of great development —a much 
stronger character than appears on the 
surface. 
She is a superior person." 


THE latest attempt to exterminate 
rabbits in Australia ended in failure. 
It was a truly infernal device—namely, 
the importation of rabbits suffering 
from the rabbit scab from Europe, in 
the hope that the contagion would 
spread among the Australian rabbits 
and ultimately kill them off. 
Prof. 
Watson, of Adelaide University, was 
granted six months' leave of absence 
in order that he might purchase dis- 
eased rabbits in Europe.

He has, however, ordered a 
fresh supply, and he is still in hopes 
that rabbit scab may be successfully 
introduced.

other, and help to lighten the common 
dailv burdens.

"Said another neighbor, 'Those chil- 
dren sitting there and weeping are the 
orphans of a friend. • He gave them a 
home. 
That crippled girl is bis wife's 
niece. She lived ^vith them for years. 
That young fellow AVIIO is also weeping 
so bitterly was a waif that he rescued 
from the slums of the city.' 


"And so the story went on, not of a 
miser who had heaped dollar on dollar, 
but of a servant of God, who had 
helped many lives, and had lifted many 
of them out of misery and ignorance 
into life and joy. 


"On my way home from the funeral I 
stopped at the farm of another parish- 
ioner, who said to me, in a shrill, rasp- 
ing tone: 


" 'So poor Gould is dead? He left a 
poor account. 
Not a penny more than 
he got from his father. Now I started 
with nothing, and look there!' pointing 
to his broad fields. 'I own down to the 
creek! 
Dye know why? 
When I 
started to keep house I brought this 
into it the first thing,' taking an iron 
savings-bank in the shape of a wolf out 
of the closet. 
'Every penny I could 
save went into its jaws. 


" It's surprising how many pennies 
you can save when 3"ou've a purpose. 
My })nrpose was to die worth a hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 
Other folks 
ate meat; we ate molasses. 
Other men 
dressed their wives in merinos; mine 
wore calico. 
Other men wasted money 
on schooling; my boys and girls learned 
to work early and keep it up late. 
I 
wasted no money on churches, or sick 
people, or paupers, or books, and'—he 
concluded, triumphantly—'and now I 
own to the creek, and that land with 
the fields yonder and the stock in my 
l)arns are worth one hundred thousand 
dollars. 
Do you see?'and on the thin, 
hard lips was a wretched attempt to 
laugh. 


"The house was bare and comfort- 
less; his wife, worn out by work, had 
long ago crept into the grave; of his 
children, taught only to make money a 
god, one daughter, starved in body and 
mind, was still drudging in his kitchen; 
one son had taken to drink, having no 
other resource, and died in prison; the 
other, a harder miser than his father, 
remained at home to fight with him 
over every penny wrung out of their 
fertile fields. 


"Yesterday I buried this man," con- 
tinued the clergyman. 
"Neither neigh- 
bor nor friend, son nor daughter, shed 
a tear over him. His children were 
eager to begin the quarrel for the 
ground he had sacrificed his life to 
earn. Of it all he only had now earth 
enough to cover his decaying body. 


"Economy for a noble purpose," 
added the good old clergyman, "is a 
virtue; but in the houses of some of 
our farmers it is avarice, and like a 
wolf, devours intelligence, 
religion, 
hope, and life itself,"—Youth's Coni' 
oanion.

To have the home happy its in- 
mates must each esteem the other better 
than himself ; must give cre^t for hon- 
esty of motive and aim to (roers, and 
must think more of doing the duties 
than standing up for the rights of life. 
There is a "refractory egotism" which— 
alike in the community, the Church, 
the congregation, and the committee 
breeds trouble.

Fair ap- 
pearances can be maintained before the 
world when the life in the family circle 
is one of suspicion, irritating recrimi- 
nation and intolerable misery. 
In the 
Divine word, the families of Isaac, of 
Jacob, of David, illustrate the point. 
Even the meek Moses does not escape 
the vexation. 
In the Christ-honored 
home of Bethany the beginning of the 
evil crops out in Martha's sense of "too 
much to do," and the Master's seeming 
favor to Mary. 
So many a sister, many 
a brother, has been harassed with griev- 
ances mostly imaginary or accidental. 
Let us avoid all these things. 
Love is 
of God. In the Church we are by 
grace, in the family we are by nature,

WOMEN'S yEWUPA^ER 
OFFlfJES. 


A former printer, now a well-known 
journalist, said recently to a newspaper 
man: "There is a newspaper field for 
women which is very little cultivated. 
It is the conducting of local newspa- 
pers, the weekly home papers of the ' 
country towns that give the events of 
the locality in which they are printed. 
I want to tell you what I struck in my 
travels when I was playing tramp 
printer. It was in Massillon, Ohio. 
There was an office there 
where a 
weekly paper was printed, which was 
conducted in all its departments by 
women. 
The proprietors were two sis- 
ters. 
They were both 
type-setters. 
They had a female apprentice. The 
elder sister was the editor, but the 
younger one was a good local writer. 
They had a 'patent outside' for the pa- 
per. 
All the rest of the work these 
three persons did. 
They even ran the 
press on which they printed an edition J 
of 900 or 1,000. It was a power press,one , 
of the drum cylinder kind that turned 
with a big crank. 
Occasionally they 
sent out and hired a man to turn this 
press for them on publication day, but 
often they worked the press themselves. 
They were none too rich and they saved 
this expense, if possible. 
The peculiar 
feature of the office was its extreme 
neatness. 
There was no piles of dirt 
swept into comers. 
There was no 'pi' 
under the stands that bore the cases. 
There was a pot or two of flowers in 
each window, and a canary bird sang in 
a cage above the type-rack. The old 
tramps ranging through the country 
then used to go in and take a look at 
the office. It was different from any- 
thing else they saw anywhere. 
They 
used to shake their heads and go off 
muttering.

never asked for 
work. 
They knew that they couldn't 
spit tobacco juice on the floor of such 
an office.

WHY ICE'WATER 
IS BAI>. 


And now a few words as to the bever- 
ages to be taken. 
Americans are a 
dyspeptic people; they drink much iced 
water at meals, ergo, iced drinks at 
meal times are bad! ihey may be 
when carried to excess; this is not de- 
nied. But iced drinks are not the 
cause of the wide-spread dyspepsia in 
the United States. There are other po- 
tent factors in action. 
Iced drinks are

dulges in eating snow in the Arctic re- 
gions discovers quickly. 
Just as snow- 
balling causes the hands first to feeJ 
cold, and then to glow with heat if con- 
tinued ; so the constant application oi 
an iced fluid to the fauces, at first grate- 
ful, becomes a source of intense dis- 
comfort ; for the blood vessels are first 
contracted and ultimately paralyzed, 
and then the fauces glow with warm 
blood, like the skin of the snowballer's 
hands. 


Iced fluids are not desirable for dys- 
peptics, to say the least of it. Ordina- 
rily at dinner, the ice-pudding is fol- 
lowed by a glass of liquor—"to correct 
it." A certain temperature is requisite 
for digestion, and too much cold is un- 
desirable.—Dr. Fothergill on Indiges- 
tion.

Mr. Beecher's Last Ser- 
mon. 


<'Tbe Bread of God is He Wbicb 
Cometli Down From 
Heaven." 


NEW YORK. June 13 —A 
congregation 
fll ing every a'sle, 
passageway, 
nook 
and 
corner to overflowing greeted Henry 
W a r d 
Beecher as he stepped upon the platform a t 
Plymouth church to preach his last ¡Sunday 
moining sermon before h's departure for 
Europe. 
Beautiful ciu^ters of roses 
and 
peonies adorned the platform. 
The musical 
services were more elaborate than usual and 
everything betokened a service of more than 
customary importance in the eyes of 
the 
congregation. 
After ad mitt na: several per- 
sons to the church and administering 
bap- 
tism to a numbpr 
of children 
and 
alults, 
Mr. Beecher announced his text as follows: 


John vi. 33-3"). 
"Then Jesus said unto 
them, verily, verily, I say unto you. Moses 
pave you not that bread from heaven; but 
my father ffiveth you the true bread 
Irom 
heaven. 
For the bread of God is he which 
Cometh down from heaven, and giveth life 
unto the world. 
Then said they unto him. 
Lord evermore give us this bre.^d. 
And 
Jesus said unto th m, I a m the bread of 
life; he that Cometh to me shall never hun- 
ger. and be that believeth on me shall never 
thirst." 
He sail: 


One cannot b it be struck with surprise 
that such an emphasis should have been laid 
by r u r great f-lder brother church upon the 
bread and the witie of the Lord's 
Supper, 
and that for generations it should have been 
taught that it was transformed and that it 
was itself the substance of Christ. 
Simp!y 
becau e He declared that He was the bread, 
and 
lecause He told His disciples in the 
communion season that that bread wa-i His 
body, and that the wine was the blood shed 
for them, it has been held, and is held, 
thai there is a transformation by miracle of 
the bread into the person and 
body 
of 
Christ, and a transformation also of 
the 
wine into blood. 


Now why should not all the other 
figures 
have be»n literal zei? 
He declared that He 
was a door; and why was there not some 
trarsubstantiation of a door. 
He decl-ired 
that 
he was a vine, and that they were 
branches; 
and if He was a vine, why 
was 
there not some invisible ligneous miracle, 
and why should we not feel the wood in us, 
if we are branches, or something that should 
nearly stand connected with tiiat. 
He was 
water: 
"Whoever drinks of Me shall never 
thirst 
The water that I 
shall give 
him 
shall spring up in him as an 
everlasting 
fountain." 
More significantly still, He waa 
a light; the light that iighteth every m a n 
that comet a into the world. 
All these are 
passed by, and it is understood that they are 
illustrative 
figures; 
but when we come to 
bread, we have been taught from age to age 
that that is not a figure but a literal thing. 
We shall see what it is before we finish. 


In each of these cases it is not the nature 
4)ut, the uses which are the bases of interpre- 
tation. 
The uses to which all these things 
are put stand over against, in a shadowy 
way, certain great uses in Jesus Christ to 
us. 
The stejs of the formation of this 
globe, when we come to consider them, will 
be instructive to us in regard to this matter. 
For it is a fact that this whole world has 
been 
so created as that 
one sta^^e feeds 
on 
the 
anterior 
or 
foregoing 
stage 
of 
existence, 
and 
it 
m a y 
be 
said 
that 
the 
great 
levels 
of 
creation 
have 
been so many stages of food preparation for 
those ttiat are to coma after. 
Not conscious 
food, necessarily, but preparing those ele- 
ments which go into the organization of the 
next a-cending series in creation. 
The early 
energie-s seem to have been chemical. 
By 
the influencei of 
these subtle forces 
the 
aeiiel condition of the globa was 
gradu- 
ally formed and refined, and then solidified, 
and 
then 
came in 
also 
the 
mechanical 
forces by which this globe, 
that 
had be- 
come ri'>ene.i and was useles-s, was, what by 
chemistry and the grinding force of ices and 
by other mechanical forces, ground fine for 
soil; and the earth was gooi for nothing 
until ti.ere had Leen the soil created upon it. 
But no sooner had the soil bee i created and 
the temperature 
of 
the globe suflSciently 
abated, before organic life sprang into exist- 
ence, and all that which 
had been going 
on 
in 
this 
thunderous 
mill of 
world- 
formation was the food of the lower forms 
of vegetation; ferns, lichopods, 
and 
all 
forms ot coarse and rude vegetation; so t h a t 
the soil was eaten by the vegetables; and 
they perishing, and in endless 
succession, 
added 
to the soils a humus, that, mixed 
with 
the 
mineral 
matter, 
prepared 
the soil 
itself 
for 
a 
higher 
function; 
for then came in a higher class of vegetation, 
and the old vegetaules of the old grinding 
minerals became the food of the whole bo- 
tanical kingdom as it stands upon the face 
of the globe to-day. 
The earlier stages were 
preparing the materials upon 
which 
the 
latier stages of vegetable life should feed 
and develop themselves. 
But that which 
the plant could do the animal could not. 
For 
the 
plant, 
with a 
fine 
chemistry 
known 
to no laboratory, knows how to 
seize 
the 
various 
elements, 
the 
quartz 
and 
I 
knew 
not 
what, 
and 
wich 
its 
leaves also the subtler elements of the at- 
mosphere, and change them into vegetables. 
But the eagle could not change soil into 
eagles 
He needs those chemical elements 
to make his bones and his feathers, but he 
could not eat dirt, and so minister to his own 
wants; but that which was done for him, 
namely, 
the 
vegetable 
kingdom, 
was 
prepared to give to the animal kingdom 
its food. 
The 
sheep 
and 
the deer 
and 
the ox could none of them find the material 
they needed in their structure, but the vege- 
tation had found it, and when they ate the 
vegetation they received f r o m It all those 
elements that were necessary in building up 
their own system; so that the vi^ole vege- 
table kingdom stood preparing the way for 
the ruder animal kingdom—the lower. 
But 
the carnivorous animals needed something 
else. 
They 
could 
not 
eat 
vegetation, 
plttiougfli 
in 
propltecy 
there 
is 
a 
day 


dependent 
thinking 
apparatus 
and 
thd 
the chilcL 


coming 
when 
they 
«ball 
eat 
straw 
like 
the 
ox 
and 
the 
lion; 
but 
until 
the miUenium comes, lions cannot eat straw, 
and have to eat sheep and deer and all that 
sort of thing. 
They ate the v ^ e t a t i o n , and 
and the Hon ate them, so that he stood 
pre- 
pared to eat all that precedes him only in 
differing forms. 
Because the oz ate grass 
he was not grasa. 
In that preliminary pro- 
cess there began that 
system of 
digestion 
and 
assimilation 
that 
runs 
throughout 
creation. 
For 
though 
the oz ate g^zisa 
year 
in and 
year 
out, 
not 
a 
spear 
of grass ever grew in him or on him 
There 
was a power m him to transmute grass into 
flesh and into bone, and digestion sprang up 
even as low down as that, and anterior to 
that; so that the food that they ate was con- 
verted into blood, with all its nourishing ma- 
terial; and the blood ran day by day and 
hour by hour to every part of the human 
system, and knocked at every pore and every 
door, saying " W h a t lack y e f and it became 
the purveyor of the whole body. 
Although 
the grass was necessary to make the blood, 
when it was made it took care of the whole 
system. 


The food d<»es not, I have said, convert 
the recipients into its owu nature, but by 
digestion and assimilation is converted into 
the new nature Into whfch it goes, ot to* 
creature receiving i t 
Thus 
we see 
that 
minerals exist first; they are eaten up by 
vegetables, and then vegetables exist; 
they 
are eaten 
up by 
animals, 
then 
animals 
exist; 
they 
are eaten up by still 
other 
destructive animals, and then m a n exists, 
and 
he 
feels 
on 
all 
the 
foregoing 
elements 
of 
creation. 
This 
principle 
rises higher than anv mechanical life and 
material lif J. It is carried on on every level 
When the chili is born, it feeds from the 
mother's bo-!om, and all that economy that 
was necessary to precede the child's experi- 
ence resiles in her. 
And when the child has 
so grown as that its mind begins to be 
hungry, it eats the mother's mind, just as 
before 
it 
ate the mother's milk, 
and is 
on the 
mother's 
thought 
for 
itself. 
It 
has 
got 
all 
the 
for 
thinking, 
but 
no 
grist, 
mother's 
minJ-milk 
feed» 
W h a t is that, and who is that, 
and why is that, and where is that, and the 
child is a little questioner, and is gathering 
knowledge 
from the 
mother's knowledge. 
The mother precedes a n d prepares and the 
child comes after and 
devours. 
I t is 
a 
much 
more 
gracious 
me hod 
of 
eat- 
ing 
than 
the 
red-mouthed 
lion's 
way; 
nevertheless, 
it 
is 
in 
the 
nature 
of 
feeding upon the mother's life and thought 
And the teacher and the pupil stand in the 
same relation. 
The pupil gathers knowledge 
from the mind that is in the teacher, who 
has gone before him, 
has 
studied, 
has 
learned, has accumulated; and he distributes 
himself to his pupil 
There is this prepara- 
tion in every s-tep of exercising life. 
The 
young artist 
looks up to his mas er and 
watcnes his hands, the pigments and their 
composition, and everything that belongs to 
art in that department, a n d he feeds on his 
master, not by outward and fle.shly food, as 
the lower mechanical life does, 
but 
by 
thought and experience and taste and the 
sense of developed beauty. 
Experience and 
knowledge and skill are ihe food of pupiiS, 
and they that collect these things are in the 
line of the analogy of the whole lower world. 


This goes on and becomes generic, so that 
one race civilizes another; that is, yields 
something of itself over to another 
race, 
barbaric now, but semi-civilized and civil- 
ized by what it learns either by borrowing 
or from the stimulus of a superior race. Thus, 
too, society itself grows. W e are very proud 
of a good m a n y things, but we have no con- 
ception 
of 
the 
hewing 
out 
of 
those 
things 
in 
remote 
antiquity. 
Primi- 
tive 
man 
was, 
comparatively 
speak- 
ing, 
empty of knowledge; 
but little 
by 
little, and through myriads of years, the 
race accumulated treasure of thought, treas- 
ure of feeling, treasure of knowledge, treas- 
ure of society knowledge, 
of 
commercial 
knowledge, of warlike knowledge, of civic 
knowledge, of knowledge of every kind, and 
that was poured over and another generation 
received it, and so the whole world at large 
is dependent for its knowledge and food of 
knowledge ui>on the preceding ages. This has 
been so improved, so variously developed, 
that we cannot by a long way trace back to 
the ear iest periods what was the germ and 
the blossom and the unfolding of the 
final 
f r u i t of that knowledge which maintains 
civilization amonij great states to-day; but 
there is no question that it is keeping step 
with the analogy of the whole world, and 
that 
nations 
feed 
upon 
nations 
not 
only, but that ages feed upon ages; and the 
later world has been eating the preceding.

The Money Spent for Bum Would 


Soon Make Capitalists of 


the Workingmen. 


BROOKLYN, J u n e 
13.—Rev. 
T. 
De W i t t 
Talmage, 
D. D., preached 
to-day 
in the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle, the fifth of his se- 
ries of sermons on "The Labor Question." 
His subject was: 
"Strong Drink the Worst 
Foe of Labor." 
The opening hymn was: 


So let our lips and lives express 
The Holy Gospel w e profess; 
So let our works and virtues shine. 
To prove the doctrine all divine. 


After explaining appropriate passages of 
Scripture, Dr. Talmage took his text from 
Haggai, i, 6: 
"He t h a t e a r n e t h wages earn- 
eth wages to put it into a bag with holes." 
Dr. Talmage said: In Persia under the reign 
of Darius Hystaspes the people did x^ot pros- 
per. 
They made money but did n o t ^ e e p i t 
They were like people who have a sack in 
wh ch they put money, not knowin'^ 
that 
the sack is torn or eaten of moths or in some 
way made incapable of holding valuables. As 
fast as the coin was put in one end of the 
sack it dropped out of the other. It made no 
difference how much 
wages they got, for 
they lost them. 
"He that earneth wages 
eameth wages to put it into a bag with 
holes." 


W h a t has become of the billions and bil- 
lions of dollars in this country paid to the 
working 
classes? 
Some of these moneys 
have gone for house rent or the purchase of 
homesteads, 
or wardrobe, 
or family 
ex- 
penses, or the necessities of life, or to pro- 
vide comforts in old age. 
W h a t has be- 
come of other billions? 
Wasted in foolish 
outlay. Wasted at the gaming table. Wasted 
in intoxicants. 
P u t into a bag with a hun- 
dred holes. 


Gather up the money that the working 
classes have spent 
for 
r u m 
during 
the 
last 
thirty 
years 
and 
I 
will 
build 
for 
every 
workingman a house, and 
lay 
out 
for -him a garden, and clothe his sons in 
broadcloth and his daughters in silks, 
and 
stand at his front door a 
prancing span of 
gorrels or bays, and secure him a policy of 
life insurance so that the present home m a y 
be maintained after he is dea l. 
The most 
persistent, the most overpowering enemy of 
the working classes is intoxicating liquor. 
I t is the anarchist of the centuries, and 
has 
boycotted and is now boycotting the body and 
mind and soul of American labor. It is to it a 
worse foe than monopoly and worse than as- 
sociated capital 
It annually swindles in- 
dustry out of a large percentage of its earn- 
ings. 
It holds out its blasting solicitations 
to the mechanic or operative on his way 
to 
work, 
and 
a t 
the 
noon-spell, 
and 
on 
his way home at eventide, 
or 
Saturday, 
when the wages are paid, it snatches a large 
part of the money that might come to the 
family and sacrifices it among the saloon- 
keepers. 
Within 800 yards of Sand.«Metreet 
Methodist church, Brooklyn, it has fifty-four 
saloons and is plotting now for another. 
Stand the saloons of this country side by 
side and it is carefully estimated they would 
reach from New Y o r k to Chicago. 
For- 
ward, march, says the r u m power, and take 
possession of the American nation. 


The rum business is pouring its vitriolic 
and damnable liquids down the throats of 
hundreds of thousands of laborers, and while 
the ordinary strikes are ruinous both to em- 
ployers and employes, I proclaim a universal 
strike against strong drink, which if kept 
up will be the relief of the working classes 
and the salvation of the nation. 
I will un- 
dertake lo say that there is not a healthy 
laborer 
in the United States who, within 
the 
next 
ten 
years, 
if 
he 
wili 
refuse 
all 
intoxicating 
beverage 
and 
be 
sav- 
ing, 
may 
not 
become 
a 
capitalist 
on 
a 
small 
scale. 
Our 
country 
in 
a 
year 
sj ends 
$1,500 0.50,000 lor rum. 
Of 
course the woi-king classes do a great deal 
of this expenditure. 
Careful statistics show 
that ths 
wa^ce-earning 
classes 
of 
Great 
Britain expend in liquors £100,000,000. or 
$5 )0.000.000 a year. Sit down and calculate, 
0 working; man! how much you have ex- 
pended in these directions. 
Add it all up. 
Add up what your neighbors have expended 
and realize that instead of answering the 
beck of other people you might have been 
your own capitalist. 


When you deplete a workingman's physi- 
cal energy you deplete his capital 
The 
stimulated workman gives out before the un- 
stimulated workman. 


My father said: "I became a temperance 
man in early life because I noticed in the 
harvest fieki that, though I was physically 
weaker than other workman, 1 could hold 
out longer than they. They took stimulants. 
1 took none." 


A brickmaker in England gives bis expe- 
rience in regard to this matter among men 
in his employ. 
He says after investigation: 
"The beer drinker who 
m a ' e the fewest 
bricks made 6.59.000; the abstainer who made 
the fewest bricks, 746,000. 
The difference in 
behalf of the abstainer over the indulger, 
87,000.» 


There came a very exhausting time in the 
British parliament. 
The session was pro- 
longed until nearly all the members got sick 
or worn out. 
Oat of 653 members only two 
went through undamaged. 
They were tee- 
totallers. 


When an army goes out to the battle, the 
soldier who has water or coffee in his can- 
teen marches easier and fights better than 
the soldier who has whisky in his canteen. 
R u m hel;» a m a n to fight when he has only 
one contestant, and that at the street cor- 
ner. 
But when he goes forth to main- 
tain some great battle 
for God and his 
country he wants no r u m about him. 
When 
Wie Russians go to war a corporal passes 
along the line and smells the breath of every 
soldier. 
If there be in his breath a taint of 
intoxicating liquor the man is sent back to 
the barracks. 
Why? 
He cannot 
endure 
fatigue. 
Ali our young men 
know thi& 
When they are preparing for a regatta or 
for a ball club or for an athletic wrestling 
they abstain. 
Our working people will be 
wiser after 
wWle^ and the money 
they 


llin£ awaj on hurtful indulgences they wOl 
put into co-operative association and so be- 
come capitalists. If the working-man put 
down his wages and then take his expenses 
and spread them <mt so they will just equal 
he is not wise. 
I know workingmen who 
are in a perfect fidget until they get rid of 
their last dollar. 


The following circumstances came under 
our observation: A young m a n worked hard 
to earn his $600 or $700 yearly. 
Marriage 
day came. 
The bride had inherited $500 
f r o m her grandfather. 
She spent every dol- 
lar of it on the wedding dress. 
Then they 
rented two rooms in a third story. Then the 
young man took extra evening employment 
—almost exhausted with the ^ y ' s work yet 
took evening employment. 
It almost ex- 
tinguished 
his eyesight 
W h y did he add 
evening employment to the day employment! 
Togfet money. 
W h y did he want to get 
money? 
To lay up something for a rainy 
day I No. 
To get his life insured so that in 
case of his death his wife would not be a 
beggar? 
No. 
He put the extra evening 
work to the day work that he might get $150 
to get h b wife a sealskin coat. 
The sister 
of the bride heard of this achievement and 
was not to be eclipsed. 
She was very poor 
and she sat up working nearly all the nights 
for a great while imtil she bought a seal- 
skin coat 
I have not heard of the result 
on that street 
The street was full of those 
who are on small incomes, but I suppose the 
contagion spread and that everybody had a 
sealskin coat, and that the people came out 
and cried, practically, not literally, "Though 
the heavens fall we must have a sealskin 
c o a t " 


I was out west and a minister of the gos- 
pel told me, in Iowa, that his church and 
the neighborhood had been impoverished by 
the fact that they put mortgages on their 
farms in order to send their families to the 
Philadelphia centennial 
It was not 
re- 
spectable not to go to the centennial 
Be- 
tween such evils and pauperism there is a 
very short step. 
The vast 
majority of 
children in your almshouses are there be- 
cause their parents are drunken, or lazy, or 
recklessly improvident 


I have no sympathy for skinflint saving, 
but I plead for Christian prudence. 
You 
say it is impossible now to lay up anything 
for a rainy day. 
I know it, but we are a t 
the daybreak of national prosperity. 
Some 
people think it is mean to turn the gas low 
when they go out of the parlor. 
They feel 
embarrassed if the door bell rings before 
they have the hall lighted. 
They apologize 
for the plain meal if you surprise them at 
the table. 
Well, it is mean if it is only to 
pile up a miserly hoard. But if it be to edu- 
cate your children, if it be to give more 
help to your wife when she does not feel 
strong, if it be to keep your funeral day 
from being horrible beyond all endurance 
because it is to be the disruption and an- 
nihilation of the domestic circle—if it be for 
that, then it is magnificent 


There are those who are kept in 
poverty 
because of their own fault. 
They 
might 
have been well off, but they smoked or 
chewed up their earnings, or they lived be- 
yond their means; while others, on the same 
wages and on the same salaries, went on to 
competency. 
I know a m a n who was all the 
time complaining of his poverty and crying 
out against rich men, while he himself keeps 
two dogs and chews and smokes and is full 
to the chin with whisky and beer. 
Wilkins 
Micawber said to David Copperfield: "Cop- 
perfield, 
m y 
boy, 
one 
pound 
income, 
twenty 
shillings 
and 
sixpence; 
result, 
misery. 
But, 
Copperfield, 
m y 
boy, 
one 
potmd income, nineteen shillings and six- 
pence; result, happiness. " 
But, O working- 
m a n of America, take yotir morning d r a m 
and your noon dram, and 
your 
evening 
dram, and spend everything you have over 
for tobacco and excursions, and you insure 
poverty for yourself and your children for- 
ever. 
If by some generous fiat of the capi- 
ta.ists of this coimtry, or by a new law of 
the government of the United States, twenty- 
five per cent or fifty per cent or one himdred 
per cent were added to the wages of the 
working classes of America, it would be no 
advantage to hundreds of thousands of them 
unless they stopped strong drink. 
Aye, 
until they quit that evil habit, the more 
money, the more ruin; the more wages, the 
more holes in the bag. 


My pjpa this morning is to those working 
people who are in a 
discipleship to 
the 
whisky bottle, the beer mug and the wine 
flask. 
And what I say to them will not be 
more appropriate to the working classes than 
to the business 
classes, 
and the 
literary 
classes, and the professional classes, and all 
classes, and not with the people of one age 
more than of all ages. Take one good square 
look a t the suffering of the man whom strong 
drink has enthralled, and remember 
that 
toward that «zoai multitudes are running. 


The disciple of alcoholism suffers the los? 
of his self respect 
J u s t a s soon as a man 
wakes up and finds that he is the captive of 
strong drink, he feels demeaned. 
I do not 
care how reckless he acts. 
Ho may say 
"I 
don't care;" he does care. 
He cannot look a 
pure 
m a n 
in the eye unless it is 
with 
positive force of resolution. 
Three-fourths 
of his nature is destroyed; his self-respect is 
gone; he says things he would not otherwise 
say ; he does things he ' vould not otherwise 
do. 
When a man is nine-tenths gone with 
strong drink, the first thing he wants to do is to 
persuaae you that he can stop any time he 
wants to. 
He cannot 
The Phillistines have 
bound him hand and foot, and shorn his 
locks, and put out his eyes, and are making 
him grind in the mill of a great horror. 
He 
cannot stop. 
I will prove i t He knows that 
his course is bringing ruin upon himself. 
He loves himself. If he could stop he would. 
He knows his course is bringing ruin upon 
his family. 
He loves them. 
He would stop 
if he could. 
He cannot 
Perhaps he could 
three months or a year ago—not now. 
Just 
ask him to stop for a month. 
He cannot; he 
knows 
he 
cannot, 
so 
he 
does 
not 
try. 
I 
had 
a 
friend 
who 
for 
fifteen 
years was goin? down tmder this evil habit. 
He had large means. 
He had given thou- 
sands of dollars to Bible societies and re- 
formatory institutions of all sorts. 
He was 
very genial, very generous and very lov- 
able, and whenever he talked about 
this 
evil habit he would say, " I can stop any 
t i m a " 
But he kept going on, going 
on, 
down, down, down. 
His family would say, 
" I wish you would stop." " W h y , " he would 
reply, *'I can stop any time if I want to." 
After a while he had delirium tremens, he 
had it twice, and yet after that he said, "I 
could stop at any time if I wanted to. " 
He 
is dead now. 
W h a t 
killed him? 
R u m ! 
ruml 
And yet among his last utterances 
was, "I can stop a t any time." 
He did not 
stop it because he could not stop it. 
Oh, 
there is a point in inebriation beyond which 
if a man goes he cannot stop. 


One of these victims said to a Christian 
man: "Sir, if I were told t h a t I couldn't get 
a drink until to-morrow night unless I had 
all my fingers cut off, I would say : 
'Bring 
the hatchet and cut them off now. ' " 
I have 
a dear friend in Philadelphia whose nephew 
came to him one day and when he was ex- 
horted about his evil habit said: "Uncle, I 
can't give it up. If there stood a cannon and 
it was loaded, and a glass of wine were set 
on the mouth of that cannon, and I knew 
that you would fire it off just as I came 
up and took the 
glass, 
I would 
start, 
for I must have it." 
Ob, it is a sad t h i n g 
for a man to wake u p in this life and feel 
that he is a captive 1 He says: "I could have 
got rid of this once, but I can't now. 
I 
might have lived an honorable life and died 
a Christian death; but there is no hope for 
me now ^ there is no escape for me. 
Dead 


but not buried. I am a walking corpse, 
I 
am an apparition of what I once was. I am 
a caged immortal beating against the wires 
of my cage in this direction; beating against 
the cage until there is blo^ on the wires 
and blood upon my soul, yet not able to get 
out Destroyed without remedy !" 
- 1 go on and say that the disciple of rtmi 
suffers f r o m the loss of physical 
health. 
The older men of the congregation may re- 
member that 
some years ago Dr. Sewell 
went through this country and electrified 
the people by 
his lectures, 
in which he 
showed the effects of alcoholism on the 
human stomach. 
He had seven or eight dia- 
grams by which he showed the devastation 
of strong drink upon the physical system. 
There were thousands of people that turned 
back from that ulcerous sketch, swearing 
eternal abstinence 
from everything 
that 
could intoxicate. 


God only knows what the d r u n k a r d suffers. 
Pain files on every nerve, and travels every 
muscle, and gnaws every bone, and 
burns 
with every 
flame, 
and 
stings with 
every 
poison, and pulls at him with every t o r t u m 
W h a t reptiles crawl 07er his creeping limbs! 
What fiends stand by his midnight 
pillow! 
W h a t groans tear his ear! 
W h a t 
horrors 
shiver through his soul \ Talk of the rack, 
talk of the Inquisition, talk of the funeral 
pyre, talk of the crushing 
juggernaut—he 
feels 
them, 
all 
a t 
onca 
Have 
you 
ever 
been 
in 
the 
ward 
of 
the 
hospital 
where 
these 
inebriates 
are 
dying, 
the stench of their 
wounds, driv- 
ing back the attendants, their voices sound- 
ing through the night? 
The keeper comes 
up and says: 
"Hush, now, be still 1 Stop 
making all this noise!" 
But it is effectual 
only for a moment, for as soon as the ke pgr 
is gone they begin again: "O God I 
O Godl 
Help! 
Help! 
Rum! 
Give me nim! 
Help! 
Take them off mel 
Take them off me I 
O 
Gk)d!" And then they shri nk, and they rave, 
and they pluck out their hair by handfuls, 
and bite their nails into the quick, and then 
they groan, 
and 
they 
shriek, 
and 
they 
blaspheme, and they ask the keepers to kill 
them: "Stab mel 
Smother 
me! 
Strangle 
mel 
Take the devils off me!" 
O, it is no 
fancy sketch! 
That thing is going on now 
all up and down the land, and I tell you fur- 
ther that this is going to be the death that 
some of you will dia 
I know i t 
I see it 
coming. 


Again, the inebriate suffers through the 
loss of his home. 
I do not care how much 
he loves his wife and children, if this passion 
for strong drink has mastered him he will 
do the most outrageous things, and if he 
could not get drink in a n y other way. he 
would sell his family into eternal bondage. 
How many homes have been broken up in 
that way no one but Grod knows. 
Oh, is 
there anything that will so destroy a man 
for this life and damn him for the life 
that 
is 
to 
come ? 
1 hate 
that 
strong 
drink. 
W i t h all the concentrated energies 
of m y soul I hate i t 
Do not tell me that 
a 
m a n can be happy when he knows that 
he 
is breaking his wife's heart and clothing his 
children with rags. 
W h y , there are on the 
roads and streets of this land to-day 
little 
children, 
barefooted, 
uncombed 
and 
un- 
kempt—want on every patch of their faded 
dress and on every wrinkle of their prema- 
turely old countenances, who would 
have 
been in churches to-day and as well clad as 
you are, but for the fact that rum destroyed 
their parents and drove them into the grave. 


O rum, thou foe of God, thou despoiler of 
homes, thou recruiting officer of the pit, I 
hate thee ! 


But m y subject takes a deeper tone, and 
that is 
that the 
unfortimate of 
whom I 
speak suffers from the loss of the soul 
The 
Bible intimates that in the future world, if 
we are forgiven here, our bad passions and 
appetites, unrestrained, will go along 
with 
us and make our torment there. 
So that, I 
suppose, when an inebriate wakes up in the 
last world he 
will feel an infinite thirst 
clawing on him. 
Now, down in the 
world, 
although 
he may have been very poor, he 
could beg or he could steal five cents with 
which 
to get that which would slake his 
thirst 
for 
a 
little 
while; 
but 
in 
eternity 
where 
is 
the 
r u m 
to 
come 
from ? 
D.ves 
could 
not 
get 
one 
drop 
of 
water. 
From 
what 
chalice 
of fire will the hot lips of the drunkard drain 
his draught? 
No one to brew it. 
No one to 
mix it 
No one to pour i t 
No one to fetch 
it. 
Millions of worlds then for the dregs 
which the young man just now slung on the 
sawdusted floor of the restaurant. 
Millions 
of worlds now for the rind thrown out from 
the punch bowl of an earthly 
b a n q u e t 
Dives cried for water. 
The inebriate cries 
for rum. 
Oh, the deep, exhausting, 
exas- 
perating, 
everlasting 
thirst 
of 
the 
drunkard 
in 
hell! 
Why, 
if 
a 
fiend 
came 
up 
to 
earth 
for 
some 
infernal 
work in a grog shop and should go back 
taking on its wing just one drop of that for 
which the inebriate in the lost world lon2;s, 
what excitement would it make there! 
P u t 
that one drop from off the fien I's wing on 
the lip of the tongue of the destroyed inebri- 
ate; let the liquid brightness just touch it; 
let the drop bo very small, if it only have in 
it the smack of alcoholic drink; let that drop 
just touch the lost inebriate in the lost world, 
and he would spring to his feet and c r y : 
"That is rum, aha! 
That is rum!" 
And it 
would wake u p the echoes of the damned: 
"Give me rum! give me rum! give me ruml" 
In the future world 1 do not believe that it 
will be the absence of God that will make 
the drunkard's sorrow. 
I do no: beliave that 
it will be the absence of holiness. 
I think it 
will be the absence of rum. 
O, "Look not 
upon the 
wine 
when 
it is red, when 
it 
moveth itself aright in the cup, for at the 
last it biteth like a serpent and it stiugeth 
like an adder." 


It is about time that we have another 
woman's crusade 
like 
that 
which 
swept 
through Ohio ten or twelve years ago. W i t h 
prayer and song the women 
went into the 
groggeries, and whole neighborhoods, towns, 
and cities were redeemed by their Christian 
heroics. 
Thirty women cleared out ttie r u m 
traffic from a village of one thousand inhabi- 
tants. 
If thirty women surcharged of the 
Holy Ghost could 
renovate a town of 
a 
thousand, three thousand consecrated women, 
resolved to give themselves no peace until 
this crime was extirpated f r o m this city, 
could in six months clear out three-fourths 
of the grog shops of Brooklyn. If there be 
three thousand women now in this city who 
wiU put their hands and their hearts to the 
work, I will take the contract for driving 
out all these moral nuisances from the city 
—at any rate three-fourths of them—in three 
months. 
If, when that host of three thou- 
sand consecrated women is marshaled, there 
be no one to lead them, then, as a minister 
of the Most High God I will offer to take m y 
position at the front of the host, and I will 
cry to them: "Come on, ye women of Christ, 
with your songs and your prayers! 
Some 
of you take the enemy's right wing and some 
the left wing. 
Forward! 
The Lord 
of 
Hosts is with us; the God of Jacob is our 
refuge! 
Down with the d r a m shops!'' 


But not waiting for those mouths of hell to 
close, let me advise the working and the 
business classes, 
and 
all classes, 
to stop 
strong drink. 
While I declared some time 
ago that there was a point beyond which a 
man could not stop, I want to tell you that 
while a man cannot stop in his own strength, 
the Lord God by His grace can help him to 
stop at any time. 
I was in a room in New 
York 
where 
there 
were 
many 
men 
who 
had 
been 
reclaimed 
from 
drunk- 
enness. 
I 
heard 
their 
testimony, 
and 
for the 
first 
time 
in 
my 
life 
there 
flashed out a truth 1 never understood. They 
said; "W® were victims of strong drink. We 


tried to give it up, but always failed; but 
somehow, since we gave 
our 
hearts 
to 
Christ, he has taken care of us." 
I believe 
' that the time will soon come when the grace 
! of Gk>d will show its power not only to save 
man's soul, but his body, ahJ reconstruct, 
purify, elevate and redeem i t 
j 
I verily believe that, although you feel 
grappling at the roots of your tongues an 
' almost omnipotent thirst, if you will give 
I your heart to God He will help you by His 
i grace to conquer. 
Try i t 
It is your last 
chance. 
I have looked oft upon the desola- 
tion. 
Sitting in our religious assemblages 
there are a good many people in awful 
peril, and judging from ordinary circum- 
stances 
there is not one 
chance in 
five 
thousand that they will get clear of 
i t 
There are men in my congregation from 
Sabbath to Sabbath of whom I must make 
the remark, that if they do not change their 
course within 
ten years they will, as to 
their bodies, lie down in drunkard's graves, 
and as to their souls, lie down in a drtmk- 
ard^s perdition. 
I know t h a t ia an awful 
thing to say but 
I cannot help 
saying 
i t 
Oh, 
bewarel 
You 
have 
not 
yet 
been 
captured. 
Beware! 
Whether the 
beverage be poured in golden chalice o r p e 
ter mug, in the foam at the top, in 
white 
letters, let there be spell-^d out to your soul: 
"Beware!" When the books of Judgment are 
open and ten million drunkards come up to 
get their doom I want you to bear 
witness 
that I, this morning, in the fear of Go 1 and 
in the love for your soul, told you, with all 
affection 
and 
with 
all 
kindness, 
to 
beware 
of 
that 
which 
has 
already 
exerted 
its 
influence upon your 
family, 
blowing 
out 
some 
of 
its 
lights—a pre- 
monition of the blackness of darkness for- 
ever. 
O, if you could only hear this morn- 
ing Intemperance 
with drunkards' 
bones 
drumming on the head of the liquor cask 
the dead march of immortal sou!s, methinks 
the very glance of a wine cup would make 
you shudder, and the color of the liquor 
would 
make 
you 
think 
of 
the 
blood 
of the 
soul, and 
the 
foam 
on 
the 
top 
of 
the 
cup 
would 
remind 
you 
of 
the froth on the 
maniac's 
lip; and you 
would go home from this service and kneel 
down and pray God that, rather than your 
children should boc ime captives of this evil 
habit, you would like to carry th m out 
some bright sf)riii^ day to the cemetery, and 
put them away to the last sleep, until, at the 
call of the south wind, the flowers would 
come up all over the ^rave, sweot prophecies 
of the resurrection!

One of the Celebrated Inventors 
of the Century—A Brief 
Sketch of His Works 
and Inventions. 


THE IJLTK KICHABD M. HOB. 


The recent death of Col. Richard M. Hoe 
in FJorence, Italy, closes the career of one 
whose name is known wherever the news- 
paper is used to spread intelligence. He 
was the senior member of the firm of print- 
ing press makers, and one of the leading in* 
•entors and developers of that great lever 
of public opinion. 


CoL Hoe's father was the founder of the 
firm. 
He came to this country from Eng- 
land in 1803, and worked at his trada of car- 
pentry. 
Through his skill as a workman he 
was 80u:iht out by a maker of printer'8 
material naMed Smith. He married Smith's 
sister, and went 
into 
partnership 
with 
Smith and brother. 
The printing presse-i of 
those days were made chiefly of wood, and 
Hoe's skill as a wood worker was valuable 
to the firm. In 1822 Peter SmLth invented 
the hand press, of which we give an illustra- 
tion, and which will be recognized by many 
an old printer, though many are in use to 
this day. 


THE SMITH PRESS. 


This press was finally supplanted by the 
Washington 
press, invented 
by Samuel 
Rust in 1829. 
From the manufacture of the 
Smith presses Hoe made a fortune, as the 
inventor died a year after securing his 
patent, and the firm name was changed to 
R Hoe & Co. 
The demand for band presses 
increased so that ten years later it was sug- 
gested that steam power mi^ht be utilized 
in some way to do the pulling and tugging 
necessary in getting an impreission. At this 
time the late Col. Hoe, one of the sons of the 
founder of the house, was an attentive lis- 
tener to the discussions in regard to the pos- 
sibility of bringing steam power to aid the 
press. 
Young Richard M. Hoe was bom in 
1812L 
He had the advantage of an excellent 
education, but his father's business possessed 
such a fascination for him that it was with 
diflSculty he was kept at school 
He was a 
youn J: man of 20 before his father allowed him 
to work regularly in the shop. He had already 
become expert in handling tools, so that he 
soon became one of the best workmen. He 
joined with bis father in the belief that 
steam would yei be applied to the printing 
press, and th « numerous models and experi- 
ments tuey ma le lo that end would, in the 
light of the prosont dav, appear extremely 
ridiculous. In lt^25-i30 Napier bad construct- 
ed a steam printin.; press, and in 1830 Isaac 
Adams, of Boston, secured a patent for a 
power press. 
Tiieso inventions were kept 
very secret, the factories in which th-jy were 
made being guarded jealously. 
In 1830 a 
Napier press was imported into this country 
for use on Tho National Intelligencer. Old 
Maj. Noah, editor of Noah's Sunday Times 
and Messenger, was collector of the port of 
New York in those days, and being desirous 
of 
seeing how the Napier 
press 
would 
work, pent for Mr. Hoe to put it up. Ho 
and Richard succeeded in ¡-etting up the 
press, and worked it successfully. 


The success of the Napier press set the 
Hoes to thinking. 
They had made models of 
its peculiar parts and studied them care- 
fully. 
Then, in pursuance of a plan sug- 
gested by R chard, his father sent his part- 
ner, Mr. Nowton, to E.ig and for the purpo e 
of examining new machinery there and to 
secure models for future use. On his return 
with ideas Mr. Newton and the Hoes pro- 
jected and turned out for sale a novel two 
cylindei- 
press, which became universally 
popular and soon superseded all others, the 
Napier included. 


Thus was steam at last harnessed to the 
press, but the demand of the daily papers for 
their increasing editions spurred the press 
makers to devise machines that could be 
worked at higher speed than was found pos- 
sible with the presses in which the typa was 
secured to a flat bed which was moved back- 
ward and forward under a revolving cylin- 
der. 
It was seen then that if type could Le 
secured to the surface of a cylinder, great 
kpeed could be attained. 


SIR ROWLAND HILL S DEVICE, 1885. 


The above diagrams illustrate Sir Row- 
land Hill's method of accomplishing this, 
rhe type was cast wedge-siiaped; that is. 
narrower at the bottom. 
A broad "nick" 
was cut into its side, into which a "lead" 
Btted. 
'ihe ends of the ".ead," in turn, 
Stted into a slot in the column rules and 
these latter were bolted to the cylinder, 
A.nyone. who knows anything about 
type 
will see the diffifuity of using such a system, 
rhe inventor. Sir Rowland Hill, the father 
>f penny postage in England, sunk, it is 
laid, £80,000 in the endeavor to introduce 
Ilis method. 


In the meantime Col. Hoe had succeeded 
to his father's business and was giving his 
ittention largely to solving this problem of 
Riding type on a rerolving oylinder. It 


vasBot until 1846 that 1i» talk o a «he method 
»f doii|g it. 


After a dojsen yean of thought the idea 
Bme upon Urn unexpectedly, a ^ was start- 
ling in it* simplicity. It :waa^imply to make 
the column rules wedged-shaped instead at

the type. The above diagram furnished by 
Mr. S. D. Tucker, the surviving head of the 
firm of Hoe & Ca, is a fao-simile of the 
original drawing in their office. It was this 
dmple device, by the introduction of '*Iight- 
Ding presses," that revolutionized the news- 
paper business of the world, and made the 
press the power it is. It brought Hoe fame 
and put him at the head of press makers. 
His business grew to such dimensions that 
he has in hi^ employ in his New York factory 
from 800 to 1,500 hands, varying with the 
•tate of trade. His London factory employs 
Crom 150 to 200 hands. 


And yet tho great daily presses craved 
rtill faster presses. 
The result was the de- 
velopment of the web press, in which the 
paper i:j drawn into the press from a con- 
tinuous roll at a speed of twelve miles an 
hour. 
The very latest is a machine called 
the supplement press, capable of printing 
complete a paper of from eight to twelve 
pages, depending on the demand of thé day, 
so that the papers slide out of the machine 
with the supplements gummed in and the 
paper folded ready for delivery. 


OL' late • years many other remarkably in- 
genious presses of other makers have come 
into the market, but still the genius of R. M. 
HO3 has left an indelible mark in the devel- 
opment of the printing press.

THE BLIND MAYOR. 


Waiter Lowrie Camp oe 11 was born at 
Salem, O., in 1842, of S otch-Irish i arent- 
age. 
When he was 5 years old the children 
at school where he was one day began 
throwing lime at each other <iuri ig recess. 
A piece struck little Walter i i the eye and 
cut a deep gash 
He lost his sight fro;n the 
accident. 


But he studied music so industriously that 
at a very early age he became an expert 
pianist and organist. He was a music teacher 
a while. 
He received his early education at 
the institutions for the blind at Columbus, 
Ohio, and at Pailadelphia. 
Liter h<* attend- 
ed the Western Reserve college, in Oiiio, and 
graduated there. 
He afterward studied for 
the legal profession at the Harvard Law 
school. 


Neither Latin, mathematics nor law of- 
fered any impediment to this 
victorious 
blind student. 
He has been lawyer, editor 
and business man. 
He writes with his own 
hands by means of grooved paper. 
He was 
mayor of. Youngstown, O., a while, and 
made a remarkable record as a municipal 
reformer. H.> is married, and has two beau- 
tiful children. 
By his own efforts he has 
amassed a comfortable property. 
He finds 
his way alone through the streets of the 
large cities solely by his rana 
He has a 
gentle, slightly melancholy manner .No 
wonder the melancholy is there!

The Island 
Statae in 


Where the 
the World 


Tallest 
is to 


Stand—An Old Lady Who 
Bans the Boat. 


SIM wonder Is how It oonld be made a t onoe 
so gigantic and so beantifoL 


Only for the demonish mosquitoes. Liberty 
island would not be a bad place. The 
sweeps up the bay from the real sea when 
the-wind is right. In it there is a smell of 
salt and^sea weed which is like a magic 
draught to a weary invalid. 
It is only at 
intervals that one can catch that rare sea 
smell so near New York city. The weed 
itself lies in heaps all about the seaward 
shore of the island 


Hie other morning some of us took a run 
down to Liberty island to see how the statue 
of Liberty was getting on. A year ago the 
little seven by nine spot of earth in the sea 
was called Bedloe's island. 
Its name has 
been changed, and it is now Liberty island. 


A queer little bobbing steamboat leaves 
the Battery, New York city, every hour to 
convey passengers over to the famous spot. 
Thertiny craft is moored alongside the United 
States barge office. In days agone it was a 
steam canal boat, and conveyed freight from 
one point to another. 
A good-natu««, 
weather beaten man appeared to be officer 
of the day on deck when he was not mend- 
ing foot planks, over 
which 
passengers 
stepped aboard the Jud Field. 
The craft 
was so small, so quaint and such a family- 
looking affair that one could not help ask- 
ing: 


"How many does it take to rim this boat!" 
"Well," said the weather-beaten man, 
"there's four of us—yes, there's five with the 
old lady, the captain's wife." 


The little crew live on board, canal lioat 
fashion. 


"The pilot, he's the captain's son," con- 
tinued our friend, "and the engineer is his 
brother." 


Toe "old lady" does the cooking and prob- 
ably runs the boat. 


"What kin are you to the family?" we 
asked. 


"Oh, I ain't any kin," said the weather- 
beaten man. 


THE 8HORB OF LIBERTY ISLAND. 


Presently we were bobbing and dancing 
over the boiling waters of the bay towards 
the shore which you see in the pict ure. It 
is a mile a id a half from the battery, and 
the island i-. just the most commanding spot 
that could have been selected in America 
for a colossal statue. 
We passed, on our 
way, the man-of-war Almirante Barroso, 
with the grei'n and white Brazilian 
flag 
flying at her masthead. 
She is anchored 
in New York 
harbor 
at 
present, so 
that 
Emperor 
Dom Pedro's 
grandson, 
the young Duke of Saxe, may see the sights 
of the great and wicked city. 
The Brazil- 
ian emperor's second daughter married a 
blue eyed, fair haired Oerman, the Duke of 
Saxe, and this is their son, fair haired and 
blue eyed like his father. 
He is serving as 
a common midshipman on board the man- 
o'-war. 


But the crew of the Almirante Barroso are 
not fair haired and blue eyed. A dozen or 
so of them shot past us, rowing the captain's 
gig ashore. 
They wore picturesque white 
blouses and flat blue caps, and were every 
one of them as black as the average Ameri- 
can negro. 
I wonder are the Brazilians 
black or white, the common run of themf 
We observed that the officer pacing the 
deck was white. 


"There is times," said our weather beaten 
friend, when you don't care about going 
onto Bedloe's island." 
"Why?" 
"Mosquitoes," he answered. 
"They fairly 
eat tho faco off you. They get after our 
passengers in swarms and drive 'em down on 
the dock, and bother 'em till the wind drives 
them away." 


PEDESTAL AND FORT. 


O.ie B.'dloe was formerly owner of the 
whole island. H^- ceded ii lo the United States 
government for purposes of defense. O.Ucers 
of the government used to live there, and 
there was a fortification called the O d Star 
fort 
It is otf the exact site of this that the 
great statue is to stan<L 


The pedestal is star-shaped, just as the fort 
was. 
The island rises out of tho water like a 
high mound. A sea wall runs around it, in 
some places fifteen feet high. 
Below are 
ragged rocks and the sea. A little walk 
about two feet wide runs around the top of 
the wall 
Becaui-e you know that if you 
would fall off you would be drowned at 
high tide or fi acture your skull at low tide, 
you are immediately seized with an irresLst-- 
ble desire to run around the top of that wall 
Most people do it. You can go all around 
ttie isiand in fitteen minutes. 


INSIDE OF THE FACE. 


Some of the most striking portions of the 
t3«m?ndous figure are in view upon the 
ground around the pedestal 
The giant face 
is set up in a sort of frame, and looks toward 
the v.sitor as he and the mo.cquitoes proceed 
up the little path toward the works. 
Our 
artist is at ouce sketcher and photographer, 
as indeed most artists are getting to be now- 
adays. 
He took photographs of the views 
here given, and then made the newspaper 
drawings of them. 
The comparative size of 
the mi?;hty face can be seen by the insignifi- 
cance of the full grown man who stands in 
front. 
It is a splendid face, majestic and 
mysterious as that of a sphinx, beautiful as 
that of a Greek goddess. 
It Ui plainly an

Tip to about ten years apjo army officers 
and soldiers lived hera 
There is a tiny 
graveyard in the southern part, shaded by a 
great, splendid weeping willow. 
There are 
no more than a dozen graves in it. 
Some of 
the tombstones are of that old red sandstone 
so common in Trinity churchyard. 
They 
are very ancient, for America. 
The stone 
has cracked off in fiaies, and is partly 
crumbled into decay. 
We tried to read the 
worn inscriptions. 
You may believe it or 
not, but tho mosquitoes would not let us 
stand still long enough to do so. 
We made 
out "Sacred to ye memory of—" when zipp! 
ping! slap! came, and that ended the pur- 
suit of arc'hjBolojTical knowlcdf^e.

A second time we tried to read the in- 
scriptions. it is hard to say why.

But they di<in't run 
their noses into one another, as the navy 
did, they ran them into us. This time we 
made out "Wife of" in the unfeeling marble, 
and then ran for our lives. 


The products of Liberty island are mos- 
quitoes and ox-eyed daisies. 
We made a 
note of that. 
Then we observed a stout, 
busby haired, dark complexioned man ges- 
ticulating furiously, and shouting as if a 
thousand mosquitoes were pasturing: upon 
his ears at once. 
He was talking in French. 


"Who is he?" we asked a good-natured 
workman.

TOES AND BALCONY ABOUND TORCH. 


In one .spot repose together several of Lib- 
erty's toes and the railing around the torch.

once. This will be the highest point to which 
visitors can ascend. 
Above it is the flame of 
the torch. 
The great flame itself is lying in- 
gloriously keeled over upon the ground near 
the sheds where the packed up goddess lies.

The top of this torch will be th- highest 
point of the statue, S09 feet from the tea. 
It will be the highest statue and one of the 
most commanding works of man in the 
world.

WILLIAM AIMISON. 


The International Typographical union is 
the oldest, most conservative and most pow- 
erful of our labor organizations, 
it is com- 
posed of journeymen printers of the United 
States and Canada, who hold a convention 
annually to elect offiei rs for tho government 
of the organizHtion for the ensuing voar. At 
the recent convention, held in Pittsburg, 
Pa., Mr. William Aimison was chosen presi- 
dent. 
Mr. Aimison was born in Marseilles, 
France. In 1836 he came to this country, 
when quite young, settling in Nashville, 
Tenn., where he learned the printing trade. 
He is the only living charter member of the 
typographical union organized in that city 
in 1855, and of which he was twice president. 
He served in the Confederate army through- 
out the war. He was elected to the Ten- 
nes.^'ee legislature in 1879, and has been con- 
tinuously re-elected since. 
He is a man that 
is universally liked where known, and it 
was his popularity, rather than ambition, 
that carried him into p-jlitios. He possesses 
the cool and fair judgment which is essential 
in the chief officer of a labor organization 
which is always under the critical eye of 
public opinion.

Without the patrol wagons tbey all said, 
the force would have lacked fully one-half 
of the efficiency which in tho^e trying times 
made it tho pride and hope of citizens and 
gave to the Chicago police department a 
world-wide fame. 
Without the wagons such 
rapid movement into districts whence the 
danger signal had come, su'ih prompt mass- 
ing of men at critical" moments, and such 
expeditious removal of the dead and wounded 
I omb victims in Haymarket square would 
have been impossible. 
Moreover, the moral 
force and general efficiency of every officer 
in the city Was increased by the general 
knowledge of thi^ lawless or id e crowds 
that, while only one policeman was before 
their eves, hundreds more were vii tually at 
his back, leady to spring to his assi^itanoe 
almost wiih the speed of the wind.

Gangs of ho':dluins and thieves amused 
themselves liy laying in ainbnsh for their 
enemi s, the blue cf>ats, and frequently en- 
joyed the rare sport of using a j)()liceman's 
star for a sharp-shooting target. 
Whenever 
a Twellth sircet nflicer, on his midnight 
rounds, came upon a gang of toughs it 
became second nature fur him to spit on 
his 
hands, 
take

fresh grip 
on his 
locust, and w'onder how much of his remaina 
would be left for his widow to weep over. 
When the telegraph system was stiirted, and 
tho slart was made largly by contribu- 
tions from the pockets of enthusiastic officers 
and by stealing wire and instruments, the 
first boxe-s vvei e locateti in this region where 
the tough knew no law aivl de.spised its 
agents. The v^ry first night a gang of 
roughs lay waiting in a dai k alley for an 
officer, and intending to thump the life out 
of him. But the officer, suspecting the 
trap, quietly turned in an alarm and walked 
towar.i his fpe with club uplifted. 
In two 
minutes the hoodlums sprang upon him, and 
wt're just beginning to enjoy themselves when 
there vvas a sharp clang, clang, clang, a \ 
rattle of wheels and hoofs, a cloud of blue 
coats, a dozen locusts swinging merrily, and 
before the surprised hoodlums knew what 
was the matter witli them they were lying j 
handcufft d in the botlom of Chicago's first 
patrol wagon. 
The new system was a suc- 
cess from the beginning. 
In six months the 
Twelfth street district had been cleaned out.

"The Hurry," as it is still called in some 
localities in Cliicago, began its work au- 
spiciously, and good luck has been with it 
ever since.

the commanding officers are abi» to semi re- 
enforcements quickly anil with full knowl- 
edge of the work to be done and the number 
of men needed, to any part of th«- field. In 
Chicago the system has re tdied its highest

are not urged to breakneck speed, while in 
case of riot officers are picked up on the way 
and all possible haste made in reaching the 
scene of disorder. 


In each patrol wagon are handcuffs, come- 
alongs, clubs, blankets, stretchers, canvas, 
ropos, etc. There is also a meilicine chest, 
and the officers in charge of wa:ons have 
been so often and so carefully lectured by 
the department surgeon that they are now 
excellent practitioners in emergency cases. 
These wagons are justly famous for their 
convenience and speed. 
They often travel a 
mile in live minutes, and in less than an 
hour all the wagons in the city may be 
massed at o e point 


If the telegraph and wagon system has 
been found as useful in all cities where em- 
ployed as in Chicago, it has alreaily been a 
greater blessing to society than its fojid in- 
ventors ever di eamed of. In Chicago last 
year the officers in charge of siatiou houses 
received over the department 
t< l'.'f)hones 
1,6U0,(KX) reports from patrolmen on duty. 
The patrol wagons answ«ed S-HJ alarms a 
week, anti during tho year traveled 65,00t> 
miles. 


But the system, admirable though it be. is 
not yet comi)lete, even in Chicago. 
Had the 
late Haymarket not occurred in time of 
usual quiet, when there wei-e few reserve 
officers at the station houses, many moments 
must have passed before rc-eufori einents in 
effective numbers coul I reach the scene. 
Each oflicer patroling a beat is required to 
report by '.olephone every half hour, but in 
the case oi the Haymarket struggle this 
would have been a half hour too late. Ample 
provision has been made for in^tani aneous 
transmission of intelli'.rence from officers on 
beat to their sui^eriors at tiie >tatio;i houses 
but there is no way in which the generals of 
the c.ty army may quickly dispatch instruc- 
tions to their forces scattered lar and wido 
on picke: <luty. 
This is a .serious defect, 
an i, taking warning from the l ite turbu- 
lence, Ciiicajco will soon pi icel ir^e b lis upon 
herstatii'ii honses, and on rnest* b iis .-ignals 
will bti struck in great emergenc es, call-

boring police districts will also have distino 
tive sig. als. 
More<iver the signal co.le will 
embrace calls by which one-third, on&half 
or three-fourths of the patrolmen in a dis- 
trict may be summoned from their posts and 
those remaining be notilied by the same 
signal of their comrades' absence and of the 
wider territory temj orarily coming under 
their charge. 
Three taps on the bell, for in- 
stance, will summon the offic-r from every 
third beat and notify his neiji hbors to cover his 
ground during his absence. 
Four taps will 
sutnmon every fourth officer, aud so on. 
With electric communication between 500 
patrolmen in as many different parts of the 
city, and their superiors at the stations; 
with the means at hand of summoning offi- 
cers from their beats to the houses without a 
moment's loss of time, and with fl et hortes 
hitched to convenient wagons, to convey re- 
enforcements, it would seem that the limit of 
human ingenuity has been reached.

THE LATE RICHARD M. HOE. 


The recent death of Col. Richard It Hoc 


In Florence, Italy, closes tho career of ona 
whose name is known wherever tho news- 
paper is used to spread intelligence. 
Hd 


was the senior, member of the firm or print- 
ing press makers, and one of the leading hi 
Tantors and developers of that great lover 
of public opinion. 


Col Hoe's father was the founder oC the 


firm. He came to this country from Eng 
land in 1803, and worked at his trade of car- 
pentry. Through his skill us a workman he 
was sought out by a maker of printer'* 
material named Smith. He married Smith's 
sister, and want into 
partnership with 


Smith and brother. The printing presses ol 
thoie days were made chiefly of wood, auc 
Hoe's skill .as a wood worker was valuable 
to tho firm. In 1832 Potor Smith invented 
the hand press, of which we give aii ill u^tra- 
tion, and which will bo recognized by many 
an old printer, though many are in use to 
ttis day. 


THE S1IJ.TII PRESS. 


This press was filially supplanted by the 


Washington press, invented 
by Samuel 


Rust in 1829. from tho manufacture of the 
Smith pressoJ Hoe made a fortune, us tho 
inventor died a year after securing his 
patent, and tho firm name was changed to 
R. Hoe & Co. The demand for hnnd presses 
increased BO that Ion years later it was sug- 
gested that steam power-miccht be utilized 
in some way to do the pulling and tugging 
necessary in getting an imprebsion.' AD this 
time the Into Col. Hoe, ona of the sons of the 
founder of the house, was an attentive lis- 
tener to the discussions in regard to tho pos- 
sibility of bringing steam power to aid the 
prets. Young Richard M. Floe was born in 
1813. He had tho advantage of an excellent 
education, but his father's business possessed 
such a fiiBcination for him that it was with 
difficulty ho was kept at school Ho was a 
youn- man of 20 before his father allowed him 
to work regularly in the shop. He hud already 
become'export in handling tool-, so that ho 
soon became OUP of the best workman. 
Ho 


joined with his father in the belief that 
steam would yet he applied to the printing 
press, and-Tim numerous models antl experi- 
ments ttiuy ma lu to that tmd would, in the 
light of tho presnnt day, appear extremely 
ridiculous In lt&5-30 Napier liad construct- 
ed a steam printing press, and in 1&!0 Isaac 
Adams, of Boston, 'secured a patent; for a 
power press. Tiicso .inventions wnre kept 
very secret, tho factories in which they wore 
made being guarderf jealously. 
In 1830 a 


Napier press was imported into this country 
far use on Tho National Intulligoncor. Old 
Maj. Noah, editor of Noah's Sunday Times 
and Messenger, was collector of the port of 
New York in those days, and being desirous 
of seeing how the Napier press would 
work, pent for Mr. Hoo to put it up. Ho 
ami Richard . succeeded in .--atting up the 
press and worked it successfully. 


Tho success of the Napior press set tho 


Iloes to thinking. Tlioy bad made models of 
its peculiar parts and studied them uaro- 
fully. 
Tfion, in pursuance of a plan sug- 


gested by R chard, his father sent his part- 
ner, Mr. Nuwton, to EUR.and for thu purpo e 
of examining now machinery there and to 
secure models for future use. 
On his return 


with ideas Mr. Nowtou and tho Hoos pro- 
jected anil turned out for sale a novel two 
cylinder press, which became universally 
popular and soon snpersoJod all others, the 
Napior included. 


Thus was steam at last harnessed to the 


press, but llm demand of the daily papers for 
their incroasti»£ editions spurred tho press 
maker* to doviso machines that could bo 
worked at higher speed than was found pos- 
sible with tho presses in which the typ3 wns 
secured to a flat bed which was moved back- 
ward itud forward under a revolving cylin- 
der. 
It was soon then that ill type could 1 o 


secured to tlie surface of a cylinder, great 
fcpeed could bo attained.

The above diagram furnished bj 
Mr. S. D. Tucker, the surviving head of the 
firm of Hoe & Co., fa a fac-simile of the 
original drawing in their office. 
It was this 


rfinplo device, by the introduction of ''lix 
Ding presses," that revolutionized the no- 
paper business of the world, and made the 
press tho power it is. It brought Hoe fan* 
and put him at the head of press makers. 
His business grew to such dimensions tint 
he has in his employ in his New York factory 
from 800 to 1,500 hands, varying with the 
itate of trade.- His London factory employs 
from 150 to 200 hands. 


And yet tho great daily presses craved 


Stilt faster presses. The result was the de 
velopmoht of the web press, in which the 
paper is drawn into the press from a con 
tinuous roll at a speed of twelve miles an 
hour. Tho very latest is a machine called 
the supplement press, capable of printing 
complete a paper of from eight to tw«lv« 
pages, depending on tha demand of tho day, 
so that the papers slide out of the machine 
with the supplements gummed in and the 
paper folded ready for delivery. 


Of' late-years many other remarkably In 


genlous presses of other makers have come 
Into the market;, but still the genius of R. M. 
HOJ hae left an indelible mark iu the devel- 
opment of tiie printing press.

over the boiling waters of the bay towards 
the shore which you see ia the picture.

for a colossal statue. We passed,, on our 
way, tho man-of-war Al mi ran to Barroso, 
with tho green and white Brazilian flag 
Hying at her masthead

the young Duke of Saxe, may seo the sights 
of the 'great and wicked city. 
Tho Brazil- 


ian emperor's second daughter married a 
Qluo eyed, fair haired tiorman, the Boko of 
3nio, and this is their SOD, fair haired and 
"iluo eyed like his father.

Up to about ton ypnrs n,^o army officers 


and soldiers lived hero. There is u thiy 
graveyard in tho soutuorn part, shaded by a 
great, splendid weeping willow. There ara 
no more than a dozen graves in it. Some of 
the tombstones ur« of that old red sandstone 
so common in Trinity churchyard. They 
are vary ancient, for America. The stone 
has cracked off in flaies, and h partly 
crumbled into decay. 
We triuJ to read the

Then wo observed a stout, 
bushy haired, dark complexuniod man ges- 
ticulating furiously, and shouting as if a 
thousand mosquitoes were pasturing upou 
his enrs at once. Ho was talking in French.
